Although there is some confusion 
over who has a right to run for 
offices recently vacated by the ous- 
ter of five Van Buren Township 
board members, all agree that the 
situation is “presently a mess”.

In a letter from the Department 
of Education, addressed to the 
School Superintendent's Office and 
signed by Robert Hornberger. the 
schools were informed that : 

“The Department of Manage- 
ment and Budget has informed this 
agency that the partial State Aid 
payment scheduled for August 20. 
1982 will be delayed indefinitely. 

“The delay is due to the fact that 
revenues have not materialized as 
anticipated, and the State’s deficit 
problems continue. It is likely that 
the payment will not be made until 
the listed problems can be 
addressed. 

“This agency will inform you of 
the possiblity of the payment being 
>oe«v [t receives in- 
formation from the Uefep/tsit 'pi 
Management and Budget,” the let- 
ter concluded. 

The letter was accepted by 
Romulus Supt. William Bedell , and , 
as expected, was another crucial 
blow to a school district which has 
already made severe cutbacks be- 
cause of lack of funds. 

“As we understand it,” Supt. Be- 
dell said, “they are going to cut our 
total local and state funds about 2.25 
percent. This represents over 
$300,000 for the 1982-83 school year. 

“In addition to this we were sup- 
posed to receive an August state aid 
payment of approximately $500,000 
that was postponed indefinitely, 
according to the state. 

“I have no idea how this school 
district is going to exist because 
there is a rumor we re going to lose 
about 40 percent of that $500,000 and 
when you add the loss of the 8.5 re- 
newal, there’s no way this school 
district can exist,” Dr. Bedell con- 
cluded. 

Earlier this year the voters 
turned down an 8.5 renewal levy 
which cut nearly 20 percent of the 
school’s budget, leaving most 
school officials and teachers frus- 


trated.' 

The schools will gi ve the voters a 
second opportunity to approve the 
renewal when they again (go to the 
polls on Sept. 13. On the ballot in 
that special electi on aro proposi- 
tions asking for thr » 8.5 m ill renewal 
and a half-mill for • levy for mainte- 
nance projects, such as replace- 
ment of the ast oestos ceilings at 
Romulus Senior High.

“If the levy fails," Supt. Bedell 
warned, “on or about October 15 
this scho ol district will be without 
funds to < opera te Therefore we will 1 
have to close and some 5,500 stu- 
dents wil 1 not be able to attend clas- J 
ses and ' vill remain at home."

Commissioners call special meeting 


County tackles $17.5 million deficit 


The Chairman of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners 
says he will call a special meeting of 
the Board “as soon as possible” to 
consider a new or revised plan to 
eliminate a $17.5 million deficit pro- 
jected for this fiscal year ending 
Nov. 30. 

Last week a plan jointly recom- 
mended by the County Board of Au- 
ditors and the County Fiscal Advi- 
sor did not win the 14 votes from the 
Board necessary for adoption The 
vote was 10-yes, 7-no with one ab- 
stention. 

Board Chairman Samuel A. Tur- 
ner said that the special meeting 
will be within two weeks prior to the 
next regularly scheduled meeting 
on the Board on Sept. 22 

The plan to be devised, he said, is 
needed quickly for submission to 
the State Municipal Finance Com- 
mission in a proposal to borrow up 


to $20 million and to prevent de- 
layed paydays and assure payment 
for vendors 

Among recommendations and 
amendments in the plan that was 
rejected were provisions that would 
have: 

• Authorized the maximum 7.07 
mill tax levy allowed on the in- 
crease in State Equalized Property 
Valuation this year. 

• Spread elimination of the de- 
ficit over a 20-month period, from 
Oct 1 through May, 1984 

• Closed the D.J Healy Youth 
Home for abused and neglected 
children for the same duration 

• Eliminated 462 job positions, 
with 299 actual layoffs, also for the 
same 20 months. 

Without layoffs and drastic cuts 
in service or an unexpected in-

officers estimate that about $3000 
worth of wage concessions would be 
required from each of about 3500 
employees to keep the County sol- 
vent through November. 

The County Auditors have 
already officially warned that pay- 
days cannot be guaranteed after 
last week s on August 20. and that 
payment of a cost-of-living- 
adjustment due on Aug. 10 is indefi- 
nite. 

Also considered at the Board 
meeting, however, was a proposal 
to transfer for general use any sur- 
plus funds from the County 
Treasurer s Revolving Tax Fund 
account, reportedly amounting to 
more than $6 million The item was 
passed for the day to allow deli- 


beration among the Treasurer, 
County Corporation Counsel and 
the County’s outside Bond Counsel. 

Nevertheless, Deputy County 
Treasurer Leonard R Remick said 
the tax fund could furnish at least $2 
million for the first payroll in 
September. About half the county 
employees are paid on alternate 
weeks, requiring an approximate $1 
million payroll each week. 

When borrowing, as it has several 
times in past years, the county 
seeks loans from private lending in- 
stitutions and uses tax anticipation 
notes as collateral. Although no 
state money is involved, such trans- 
actions require permission from 
the Municipal Finance Commis- 
sion.

new members of the board come 
November. 

“The people who are appointed 
now to fill vacancies are temporary 
appointees who will hold office un- 
til their successors are elected and 
qualified in the November elec- 
tions,” James explained. 

Who will fill the three retraining 
vacancies on the board and who will 
chair the board meetings until the 
November election? 

• It will be up to the present 4- 
person board to fill those vacan- 
cies,” said James. In the event 
they do not make appointments 
within 45 days after the recall certi- 
fication, then the appointed power 
goes to the governor. 

“There is no requirement as to 
getting applicants or anything of 
that sort,” James continued. “And 
there is no particular procedure 


that they must follow as long as 
three members of the board agree, 
then the nomination will be 
approved.” 

James went on to say that in abs- 
ence of the supervisor. the clerk will 
open the board meetings, ask for a 
motion for someone to chair the pro- 
ceedings and if seconded, that per- 
son will conduct the meeting 

But moot is the procedure to 
select candidates for filling the 


vacancies. James said 
“It s not really clear, but the way 
I understand the procedure as well 
as the law is that in a recall situa- 
tion an entity called the township 
committee which is actually, I sup- 
pose, a sub committee in this caseof 
the 15th Congressional Republican 
and Democratic Party Districts’ 
committees, make the nomination 
as to who is going to be their respec- 
tive party’s candidate or candi- 


dates to fill the recall positions 

“There is no provision for a prim- 
ary in this case. The committees 
themselves, as I read the statutes, 
have the authority to select 
nominees on behalf of the party. 
Those nominees are the candidates 
who will be placed on the ballot . and 
any other nominee is excluded at 
least from running on the party’s 
slate.” 

Although a recalled official can t 


run for the office he or she was re- 
called from, the official may seek 
office other than the one he or she 
held 

However/’ stressed James. 
• the candidates have to be desig- 
nated by their party committee. 
They are not automatically in the 
running They just can t automati- 
cally decide they want to be candi- 
dates and place their names on the 
ballot. 


Obviously that restricts people 
from becoming candidates, such as 
independents, and 1 wouldn’t be 
surprised if people challenged that 
system 

“If fact. I don’t know what would 
happen if a candidate decided he 
or she wanted to run as an indepen- 
dent because there is no provision 
whatsoever regarding how you 
would become a candidate. Do you 
file nominating petitions? If so. 
what is the percentage of signa- 
tures one would need’’ There is no 
primary, so if two file nominating 
petitions as independents are they 
eliminated*' How does it work 0 No 
one seems to have the absolute 
answers to these questions. 

“It’s so confusing because of the 
fact these incidents have been so 
isolated during the history of our 
county and the state/’ James 
added.

Chinese agricultural

This is a cry for help 

At the moment, there are more than 400 children in the Wayne County- 
area that are without the most basic of needs: a home Art Ellis, director of 
the Foster Care Program at Out-Wayne County Youth Services in Inkster, 
stressed the need in the area for new foster parents, calling it "urgent.” 

"The concept of the family." he stated, "is the most important ingre- 
dient in the formation of the child’s sense of right and wrong. The child’s 
actions, way of thinking, expressions of feeling, and behavior are all

learned within the family unit. We can’t deny them the basic right of 
having a permanent home. Our agency, in cooperation with the Wayne 
County Department of Social Services, is attempting to serve these chil- 
dren by providing them with foster homes until a permanent living situa- 
tion can be found.” 

The foster care system is designed to care for children who must be 
removed from their natural families for one reason or another. Among 
these reasons are abandonment, medical neglect and most sadly . physical 
abuse. 

A current waiting list of abandoned or abused children trying to find 
placement from the Inkster location shows that of the 68 young boys and 
girls listed, 34 of them are one year old or younger. All but 3 of the 68 are 
black, so naturally, the most urgent need is for families that can foster 
black infants and youths up to the age of 17. 

"It 's a difficult thing for a family to do," said Ellis, "taking in children ” 
Indeed, problems can be numerous, but the results make it all worthwhile. 
"You’re placing children from homes that have much different values 
than the foster parents do, and the foster parents have some high expecta- 
tions a lot of times. When we tell them about the kids and some of the things 
they do. it scares them. This is mostly with the 5-and-up age bracket. 

"A problem with infants is that often the foster parents don’t want to get 
back into the 5 a.m. feedings and things, so it’s hard. What we re looking 


for is people who want to make that kind of committment . to give these kids 
a chance. 

"To be quite honest about it," Ellis said. "I'd have serious thoughts 
about taking some of these kids in, but most of our foster parents don t 
mind a bit. And when I talk to them and ask them just what it is they get out 
of doing this they say Well, I like working with kids,’ and a lot of times they 
do see the children behave a lot differently after two or three months. So. a 
lot of it is an intrinsic kind of reward : you actually see the child's behavior 
change and begin to adapt to your expectations and begin to share and 
cooperate in a home environment, which is certainly very often different 
from the first month of care." 

The state reimburses foster parents from $5 to $10 a day depending on 
the child’s age It’s a break-even system" Ellis said 
Future foster parents are required to go through a 12-hour training 
program so they understand the working of the agency; how the children 
are assessed, how they get referrals, and answers to any other questions 
they may have. This way, before the foster care license is approved, the 
adults get an idea of the types of kids that need homes, and at the same 
time, the agency becomes familiar with the adults and determines if 
they'd make good foster parents. 

Very often, life-long relationships are formed through the foster care 
program, and Ellis estimates that about 40 percent of long-term foster

parents file for adoption The law indicates that if a child has been living 
with them for six months or more, then that family has the first chance at 
adopting him 

It doesn't take a lot of thought to realize that children are extremely 
vulnerable to the world around them, a world that they interpret as bleak 
and foreboding. Foster parents can help these kids see another side of life, 
one they may not even realize exists. And the foster parents can have the 
satisfaction of knowing that they helped change the lives of the young 
children, not only for the time they are with the family, but for the rest of 
their lives, Ellis concluded.

Wayne Road 
will eventually be 
widened and that pro- 
ject would have even- 
tually eliminated 
more than half of the 
previously existing 
parking spaces in the 
front of the school.”

Like everything else, 
don’t overdo festivals 

Every community owes a debt of gratitude for the charitable 
works performed by its various service clubs. 

Whether it be the Jaycees. Kiwanis, Lions. Moose. Rotary. 
VFW. Goodfellows or any of a number of organizations, the goal 
remains the same. Community service. 

For the proceeds from those familiar street sales, carnivals, 
haunted houses and the like eventually return to the community. 
They take the form of scholarships, donations and purchases for 
the needy. 

However, even the best of intentions sometimes cannot over- 
come a lack of communication. Such was the case recently in 
Wayne where three service groups sponsored carnivals within 
the span of 60 days, creating both a saturated market and 
attempts by the city administration to limit such activities in the 
future. 

To avoid future conflicts the city council has called for a meet- 
ing of representatives from all service clubs to discuss carnival 
scheduling. Councilman Robert Beeny has proposed the forma- 
tion of a Council of Service Clubs which would plan and oversee 
the projects of community-oriented organizations. 

We agree with the usefulness of this type of council and encour- 
age other communities to also study its feasibility. With proper 
representation from all clubs, this kind of body could prevent 
improper scheduling that can minimize the effectiveness of an 
individual club’s fundraising drive. 

A Council of Service Clubs would provide a forum for the 
exchange of ideas and philosophies as well. Communication on a 
regular basis can only enhance the reputation of service groups 
as concerned citizens willing to work together in the name of 
progress. 

Communication can help avoid duplication of efforts. It can 
lead to jointly sponsored events that increase the effectiveness 
of their charitable programs. 

We would hope that steps will be taken in Wayne and any other 
community that decides to undertake such a venture to ensure 
that a Council of Service Clubs does not become a political outfit 
or one burdened with regulations and red tape. The purpose is to 
unite, not to confuse or divide. 

If approached in a community spirit, this council will produce 
results. And the community will reap the dividends.

There 
should 
be a law

With all the laws on the books today, 
one would think that we wouldn't need to 
add to the confusion. 

However, the recall in Van Buren of 
five trustees points to the glaring fact 
that if you don t belong to a major politic- 
al party your chances to be elected to the 
office vacated would be impossible. 

Moot is the procedure to select candid 
dates for filling the vacancies, according 
to those who have researched the prob- 
lem . And . one person who knows that the 
problem is not only academic but may be 
unconstitutional is attorney Richard 
James, whose services the township has 
used over the years. 

Although deputies may step up and 
temporarily serve as the boss in the office 
from which a trustee or elected official is 
ousted by the voters, it really isn't clear 
how an independent candidate can get on 
the ballot if he or she covets the recalled 
official’s title. 

For example. Van Buren is housed in 
the 15th Congressional District. It will be 
up to that congressional district's repub- 
licans and democrats to choose a slate of 
officers to run in the November 2 General 
Election. 

“It is not really clear, but the way I 
understand the procedure, as well as the 
law, is that in a recall situation an entity 
called the township committee which is 
actually. I suppose, a sub-committee in 
this case of the 15th Congressional Re- 
publican and Democratic Party Districts 
committees, make the nomination as to 
who is going to be their party ’s candidate 
to fill the recalled position," said James. 

But what if you don't belong to either 
the Democratic or the Republican par- 
ties? 

It appears you’re out of luck. 

Here's what James has to say in this 
unique case : ‘ There is no provision for a 
primary. The committees themselves, as 
I read the statutes, have the authority to 
select nominees on behalf of the party. 
Those nominees are the candidates who 
will be placed on the ballot. Any other is 
excluded, at least from running on a par- 
ty slate.” 

This sort of leaves everyone who isn’t 
or doesn't want to be associated with the 
two major parties looking in from the out- 
side. 

James and his colleagues in Lansing 
admit that they don’t know what would 
occur if a candidate decided he or she 
wanted to run as an independent because 
there is no provision on the law books for 
that kind of situation. 

Do you file nominating petitions? 

If so, what is the percentage of signa- 
tures one would require ? And , since there 
is no primary, and if two people filed 
nominating petitions as independents, 
would they be eliminated or disenfranch- 
ised because they are independents and 
don't want the major party tag? 

One of the reasons for the confusion and 
the lack of legal direction is that ‘•clear- 
ing house completely ", recalling a 
majority of elected officials at one time 
has been a rare occurrence in our history. 

“No one seems to know what would 
happen if an independent suddenly 
wanted to become supervisor or clerk or 
treasurer of Van Buren Township” 
James said. 

There should be a law about that.

A new study of 2,542 county facili- 
ties contains a shocking indictment 
— and possible solutions — for the 
nation’s jails 

Under a grant from the U S De- 
partment of Justice, the National 
Sheriffs’ Association a)nsa) sur- 
veyed 89 percent of these over- 
crowded , understaffed or outmoded 
cell blocks. They found an average 
61.1 percent of the prisoners are de- 
tained before sentencing 

• Mobile County, Alabama's jail, 
for example, has capacity for 
175people Last month it housed 21 1 
One hundred and sixty were unsent- 
enced 

• Polk County (Des Moines). 
Iowa, and Tulsa County. Okla.. jail 
officials estimate 80 percent are 
pretrial prisoners. In Cuyahoga 
County (Cleveland) , Ohio, the exact 
figure is 77 percent 

• Onondaga County Jail in Syra- 
cuse. N Y , averages 184 inmates 
daily. About 170 are unsentenced 

• Fayette County (Lexington). 
Ky . . Metro Dentention Center holds 
an average of 400 prisoners. 303 un- 
sentenced 

• In Santa Barbara County. 
Calif., an honor farm and work fur- 
lough-program relieves jail conges- 


tion. Nevertheless, of 527 inmates. 
240 have not been tried. 

Every year 6.2 million enter the 
criminal* justice system through 
county jails, 17 times the number 
sentenced to state or federal prison 
Most will never be found guilty, 
many could be released safely 
through effective pre-trial prog- 
rams. Francis R. Ford of the sher- 
iffs' association suspects 80 percent 
remain in jail simply because they 
can t raise bail 

Such statistics raise fundamental 
questions for a nation whose con- 
stitution presumes a person inno- 
cent until proven guilty 

Constitutional matters aside, 
counties can't afford to let people 
languish in jail The NSA says it 
cost $20 69 a day each ' 

Pretrial detention is not a sher- 
iffs only problem In five years. 37 
states passed mandatory sentenc- 
ing laws, even though studies in 
Massachusetts. Michigan and New 
York conclude they have little 
effect on crime In 20 states, the 
laws have filled every lock-up cot. 
bunk, trailer and tent on state peni- 
tentiary grounds, spilling 8,576 pris- 
oners into county jails 

The voters, meanwhile continue 


to resist approval of jail construc- 
tion bonds. People are having 
trouble housing themselves,” ex- 
plained Ford. “Much less providing 
housing to those who live outside the 
law.” 

Taxpayers want society to get 
tough on criminals, but they don t 
want to pay for it.” says Allen 
Breed, director of the justice de- 
partment's National Institute of 
Corrections People arrive in jail 
because of the decisions of voters, 
commissioners, police and judges. 
The problem only gets laid on sher- 
iffs because they run the jails ’ 

The nation’s sheriffs are tired of 
being blamed for overcrowding 
With new constructions costing 
$50,000 a cell. Breed notes. Jail is 
the most costly sanction we have, 
the most expensive form of social 
control If you cut your finger, you 
don't have the bandage put on at the 
hospital, do you? 

“We have to lock up the hard-core 
offenders and find creative sentenc- 
ing options for minor offenders.” 
Breed insists He called for expan- 
sion of work release programs, 
halfway houses and detoxification 
centers. 


Many counties, under pressure 
from the courts, are paying for new 
or renovated jails as a quick solu- 
tion to overcrowding. While there is 
no doubt many jails need improve- 
ment — NSA found 874 antiquated 
ones — construction alone doesn’t 
solve overcrowding. Ther sheriffs' 
report says that personnel is a grea- 
ter need than cell space. And feder- 
al research has shown additional 
space is filled to capacity within two 
years. 

Breed says this trend was illus- 
trated when the Texas Board of Cor- 
rections banged its state prison 
doors shut May 10. having absorbed 
33.000 prisoners in space for 15.000 
There were editorials and public 
outcry, with much concern that \ io- 
lent offenders would be released 

“The previous year, Breed ex- 
plained. Texas’ arrest, filing and 
court rates tripled. But when pris- 
ons closed — sentencing levels be- 
gan to drop immediately Judges, 
elected officials and corrections 
people finally began to work 
together.” 

On May 17. the prisons reopened 
on a limited basis to relieve over- 
crowded county jails, some brand 
new . 


Faced with a prison crisis that is 
estimated to cost $1 billion to build 
out of.” Texas Gov. William Cle- 
ments has — for the first time — 
begun a study of halfway houses, 
work release programs and other 
alternatives proven successful else- 
where. 

Amont them is a Philadelphia 
agency that allows people awaiting 
trial to pay only a deposit on (heir 
bail. It has reduced the city's pret- 
rial jail population by 28 percent, 
saving $1.5 million. 

Many communities such as Multi- 
nomah County (Portland). Oreg., 
have saved tax dollars by screening 
alcoholics, mentally ill and re- 
tarded people out of jail. In some 
communities, from 25 percent to 40 
percent of the people in jail are 
drunks 

There are no simple answers for 
these human problems. Recent- 
ly.” said County Executive Donald 
Clark, “A former inmate who was 
chronically mentally ill returned to 
the jail because she had no where to 
go The jail turned her away be- 
cause she had not committed a 
crime. Some helping agencies, that 
used to serve such people, brave 
been cut because of reduced social 


service funds. Shorlty after she left 
the jail, she threw herself under a 

bus.’’ ^ 

“Alcoholics, mentally ill and 
juveniles do not belong in jail,” 
NSA’s Ford says. “The fact that 
they are there is only an indictment 
of the community that permits it be- 
cause of its failure to develop suit- 
able alternatives.” 

Placing innocent people in jail 
places an enormous cost on society. 
It cost the individual his job and 
family life. Jail is also dangerous. 
Inmates have a suicide rate 16 
times higher than those outside. 

I will never understand, “Breed 
says, “Why elevators are licensed 
to carry a certain capacity, and air- 
line pilots will lose their licenses if 
they carry one more person than 
legally permitted What happens to 
sheriffs who refuse to accept pris- 
oners? They ’d be getting unemploy- 
ment insurance, that’s what! Sher- 
iffs are never re-elected by putting 
a cap on capacity.”

EDITOR — This letter is in re- 
sponse to Darlene A. McLaugh- 
lin’s question: ‘Why are the 
Wayne-Westland School Board 
members targets of recall?” 

The purpose of this recall is 
stated very clearly on the peti- 
tions we filed It is very specific. 
The people who signed them do 
not feel these four board mem- 
bers acted in the best interest of 
this community when they voted 
to extend the teachers contract 
for two years, with a 7-9 percent 
raise each year. 

Why is this so hard to under- 
stand ? Why do the board mem- 
bers find it so hard to respond to 
the charges? Instead, they hide 
behind Dr. Timothy Dyer, the 
community college, property 
values and innocent children. 

Mrs. McLaughlin, you stated 
the teachers have accepted a 
‘•wage freeze ", Where did you 
get your information? As the 
wife of a teacher, you are ex- 
tremely uninformed. Perhaps 
you have been listening to the 
wrong sources, or attending the 
wrong kind of meetings. The 
teachers have agreed to wait un- 
til October, instead of Septem- 
ber, for two per cent of their pay 
increase. If you think that is a 
“wage freeze”, you need to talk 
to some auto workers. 

You say you don’t want new 
board members getting their ex- 
perience on the job? Where do 
you think these present people 
got their experience? Most of 


them had none, until Dr Dyer 
appointed them. 

You talk about decreasing 
property values. June of last 
year my house was appraised at 
$40,000 - $42,000. This year it is 
appraised at $34,000 - $37,000, 
(and there has been no recall.) 
There has however, been a $49 a 
month increase in my property 
taxes. Would you buy a home 
without studying the tax history ? 

You mention the cost of a re- 
call election. Again, where did 
you get your information? If the 
amount you suggest ($30,000), is 
correct, let’s do some com- 
paring. 

These board members 
approved an increase in the be- 
nefits for the teachers, at the 
same time they did the raises. 
The extra cost of the vision be- 
nefits. alone, will be $104,000 
each year. This is in addition to 
the 2-3 million dollars the raise 
will cost, each year! I was 
wrong, there is no comparison. 

These “four good public ser- 
vants” have, by their irresponsi- 
ble behavior, put this district on 
a collision course. The adminis- 
tration has already begun lay- 
offs and program cuts. They tell 
us that unless the board in- 
creases our taxes equal to 2 
mills, there will be even deeper 
cuts. Why did these people 
approve a contract that our dis- 
trict can not afford to cover? !

The reason there is no threat to 
Israeli survival (despite the dan- 
ger to individuals posed by ter- 
rorism) is the pace treaty with 
Egypt. The reason Israel pre- 
tends it is still in mortal danger 
is, apparently, just to give itself 
an excuse to cling to Arab lands. 

As wrong as the PLb is, the 
Israelis are wrong, too. They are 
wrong because the w hole conflict 
is completely unnecessary. 
Israel could have had a real and 
lasting Middle East peace sever- 
al years ago. if only she had been 
willing to compromise on the 
Palestinian homeland issue. 
(The claim that such a state 
w'ould jeopardize Israeli security 
is totally false, as anyone with 
any grasp of international rela- 
tions can instantly see. 

A Palestinian state is the best 
possible guarantee of Israeli 
safety, since it w'ould give Israel 
something to attack and the 
Palestinians something to lose in 
case of trouble. Set up a Palesti- 
nian state and, I guarantee you, 
Yassir Arafat himself will hunt 
down and kill any remaining 
Arab terrorists to avoid Israeli 
retaliation against the Palesti- 
nian state.) 

The reason this concerns us is 
that Israeli stubbornness dam- 
ages U S. interests. We need the 
Arabs more than w r e need Israel, 
not just for their oil but for their 
support against the Soviets in the 
Persian Gulf area. Risking Arab 
anger was justified when Israel s 
survival was at stake. But today 
we no longer have that reason, 
and we should not provoke the 
Arabs just to coddle w'hat has be- 
come a bad case of Israeli im- 
perialism. 

It is unfortunate that you have 
chosen this delicate issue as the 
excuse for an excessive attack on 
President Reagan. Certainly to 


accuse him of an “affinity" for 
terrorists, Latin American dicta- 
tors and Polish Communists is — 
to put it as gently as one can — a 
trifle extreme. 

Trying to stop an aggressive 
war by Israel (involving U S 
arms, at that) is not the same as 
supporting terrorists. Trying to 
manage the extremely dufficult 
and sensitive situation in El Sal- 
vador is not the same as support- 
ing dictators Remember. El Sal- 
vador’s leaders were chosen in a. 
free and reasonably honest elec- 
tion. I’m not happy with their; 
slowdown on land reform, either, 
but they w'ere the people’s-, 
choice. Aside from continuing to 
pressure them to follow progres- 
sive policies, w f hat are our op- 
tions? Surely you don’t advocate 
turning countries over to the 
Communists anytime the people 
elect leaders we don’t like 0 
That’s hardly an attractive 
alternative to Reagan’s policy. , 

It behooves us to recognize 
that such situations are inherent- 
ly tricky. We may disagree with 
Reagan’s policy, but the right 
course of action certainly is not 
obvious enough to justify the* 
kind of harsh criticism you 
aimed at him. 

Lastly. Reagan has done r bout 
all he can to the Polish le&ders 
without hurting the Polish peo-‘ 
pie. What do you want him to do° 
Go on the radio and call for a Pol- 
ish popular uprising that we, 
would be helpless to support? ; 

There are certainly flaws in his 
foreign policy. I also question his 
handling of the European pipe- 
line. But let’s not criticize him 
too harshly for failing to solve the 
insoluable overnight, or for his 
cautious attempts to adjust old 
ingrained, politically explosive 
U S. policies to the new’ realities, 
of the Middle East.

Norma Jackson, owner of North- 
woods Pasties at 1 179 Henry Ruff in 
Inkster (between Michigan Ave 
and Cherry Hill), has been provid- 
ing such meals at the same site for 
nine years. 

-I started out as a part-time 
worker and ended up owning the 
business,” laughed Jackson, pull- 
ing a tray of eight hot pasties from 
the oven.

Michigan Mile ’ 

‘The Shoe’

It was a stellar affair at the Detroit 
Race Course Saturday as a record 
crowd packed the track for the 35th run- 
ning of the state s richest horse race, 
the Michigan Mile. 

Although not as well-known as the 
Kentucky Dertyy or the Belmont Stakes, 
the race did attract its share of not- 
ables, including Willie “The Shoe" 
Shoemaker, who rode the odds-on- 
favorite Recusant to a second-place fin- 
ish behind Vodika Collins, which went 
off at 5-1. 

Saturday s race wasn’t the richest 
by far — its $150,000 purse, was $11,900 
shy of the 1981 purse — nor did it have 
the biggest payoff to the winner. That 
honor also went to the 1981 Michigan 
Mile and its winner. Fio Rito. 

What it did have, according to Bud 
Sears, director of racing at DRC, was a 
“very competitive field with some big 
attractions, including the second-place 
finisher in the 1981 Preakness, Bold 
Ego. 

The race card for the day was a crow d 
pleaser, Sears said, during pre-race fes- 


tivities last Thursday. The “Mile," the 
final race of the day was preceded by 
one long race, five stake races and two 
$30,000 races, including the Dowling 
Prep Stakes, in which The Shoe rode 
Pensar to victory in the one-mile race. 
As Sears saw it it was the best race card 
in the history of horse racing in 
Michigan. 

In all 40 horse were nominated for the 
1982 Michigan Mile, with the field nar- 
rowed go 13 By race time Saturday the 
field had dwindled to 12, with Law Me, a 
four-year-old. a scratch 

Breaking from the starting gates in 
the “Mile” were Michigan-bred horses 
Thumbsucker, a 3-year-old colt who 
won the Lansing Handicap July 4. and 
North Rustim. Close behind were Bold 
Ego. with 12 wins out of 29 starts. 
Mythical Ruler, a four-year-old colt 
that captured the Governor s Handicap 
in a record track mile time, and Hechi- 
zado, a five-vear-old that won the 1981 
Brooklyn Handicap 

Coming around the turn for the home 
stretch. Lord Gallant, w hich went off as 
a long shot at 38-1. Bojilla, and Re- 
cusant. with The Shoe in the saddle. 


joined in the push for the winner’s 
circle. 

However, it was Vodika Collins, win- 
ner of the Cornhusker Handicap July 10 
and the King's Handicap May 31, who 
rallied on the outside between horses to 
capture the 1982 Michigan Mile, giving 
its jockey Joey Judice his first $100,000 
race. 

Sears was right in describing the race 
as a very competitive field. The lineup 
read like a who's who in horse racing 

In the race was Bal Bay, a seven- 
vear-old gelding that won three of this 
last four starts, including the Charle- 
voix Handicap ; Bejilla. a five-year-old 
that has won twice in six starts and 
finished second to Bal Bay in the Charle- 
voix Handicap — with-holding, a five- 
year-old that won the Ben Ali Handicap 
April 10 and has 10 career wins in 41 
starts; and Lord Gallant, a five-year- 
old who came into Saturday ’s race w ith 
two wins in five starts, including an 
Aug. 2 win at Arlington 

But it was Vodika Collins day at DRC 
He earned $99,840 for his owner. M B 
Collins of Kentucky, logged his 15th win 
in 39 starts and brought his lifetime win- 
nings up to $423,605.

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Computer skills 
are key to future 


By 1990. there will be nearly a 50 
percent rise in jobs that require com- 
puter skills. This anticipated growth, 
says the Federal Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. surpasses all other occupation- 
al groups . 

Thousands of students each year are 
leaving careers with uncertain futures 
and low salaries for more lucrative 
fields such as computers that promise 
to grow at a rapid rate in the next de- 
cade. And. for many of these students, 
the fastest way to start a promising 
career will be learning specialized 
skills from schools accredited by the 
National Association of Trade and 
Technical Schools (NATTS). Accord- 
ing to Herzfng, president of NATTS. 
“A lot of students are turning to our 
schools because they want to learn a 
skill that will be in demand. They are 
finding that even in hard economic 
times — such as we have now — our 
graduates are getting excellent well- 
paying jobs in a wide variety of indus- 
tries/’ 

The computer occupations — which 
include systems analysts, program- 
mers, computer operators, keypunch 
operators, and computer service tech- 
nicians — already increased 50 per- 
cent between 1970 and 1978 while the 
rate of growth for all occupations in 
the economy was only 20 percent . Adv- 
ances in technology and the wide- 
spread use of computers in all indus- 


tries are responsible for this rapid 
growth 

However, the computer field is just 
one example of careers that will be in 
demand The Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics lists 20 careers that will show the 
most rapid employment growth in the 
next decade. Of the 20 careers listed. 
14 require vocational training. 

For many young people searching 
for a new career, training at a career 
school has provided the answer In 
fact, there has been a 25 percent in- 
crease in enrollment over the last two 
years in private postsecondary voca- 
tional schools. According to students, 
the attraction of these schools is that 
they offer faster training at a less ex- 
pensive price than a four-year institu- 
tion. The average NATTS course is ab- 
out forty weeks, and tuition averages 
around $2,000. Because these schools 
depend on the placement of students 
for their success, they must offer 
careers that are in high demand in to- 
day’s tight job market. 

Herzing said he expects the demand 
for skill training to continue. “In 
fact,” he said, “private technical tech- 
nical schools are operating around the 
clock in certain cases to meet this de- 
mand/* He also states that it ’s not just 
high school graduates entering these 
schools. More and more college gradu- 
ates are enrolling in trade and technic- 
al schools in an effort to improve their 
career skills

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Opening the door 

Trade and technical school graduates find success 


It's true, getting a job in today's 
marketplace is getting difficult But 
while thousands of individuals are 
finding jobs difficult to secure, trained 
workers, like those graduating from 
trade and technical schools are dis- 
covering the doors to many occupa- 
tional opportunities open for persons 
qualified and ready to work 

Last year more students than ever 
before entered private career schools 
across the country seeking an advan- 
tage to tomorrow's jobs today. At a 
time when many schools are seeing 
smaller lines in the admission s office, 
the National Association of Trade and 
Technical Schools, which represents 
500 accredited trade and technical 
schools throughout the United States, 
saw a 15 percent jump in enrollment 
during the 1981-82 school year.

graduates, college dropouts, and dis- 
placed workers who are unable to find 
suitable employment 

■They're coming to us to learn a 
marketable skill ’ said Herzing 
"They're smart enough to know that 
without proper trai ni ng t here s a I most 
no hope of finding a good job. " 

NATTS schools offer students 
hands-on training for nearly 100 
careers. As most of the career training 
programs were established to meet 
the needs of American industry, stu- 
dents usually have littledifficulty find- 
ing employment upon graduation. 

"That 's the key , ’ ’ said Herzing .We 
have emphasized our relationship to 
the world-of-work and our sensitivity 
and responsiveness to changes in the 
job market Plus we try to meet the 
needs and desires of our students.' he 
said. 

According to Herzing most of the 
students attending trade and technical 
schools are excited by tne shorter 
courses, the emphasis on specialized 
training with training unrelated to the 
occupational goal, and the chance to 


finish quicker. 

Our programs usually enable stu- 
dents to complete their training in two 
years or less," said Herzing This 
way. they can start earning a salary 
sooner and begin a promising career ' 

Most NATTS schools are small in 
size enrolling 250 to 300 students on an 
average. Teachers usually come 
directly from industry with years of 
career experience to teach students. 
In addition to many of the well-known 
trades such as automotive mechanics, 
carpentry , electronics, office machine 
repair and welding. NATTS schools 
offer students many other careers to 
choose from as well. 

"Students are always pleasantly 
surprised to discover our schools offer 
training opportunities for jobs as a 
data processor, illustrator, jewelry 
designer, legal assistant, medical lab 
technician, legal assistant, real estate 
agent, tailor and X-ray technician." 
Herzing said. 

Although NATTS schools are lo- 
cated in almost every state in the na- 
tion and enrollments are escalating. 
Herzing contends there are still 
thousands of individuals who never get 
an opportunity to discover these 
career schools. 

"We re trying to give more indi- 


viduals an advantage in the job mar- 
ket. but unfortunately we are not able 
to reach many people who could use 
specialized training to get a good job. " 
said Herzing. 

Each year NATTS distributes 
thousands of publications free. Last 
year, requests for publications ran 
just over two million. Since last 
September, nearly 360.000 people who 
wrote to NATTS at 2021 K Street, room 
315, Washington. DC 20006-1007 re- 
ceived a free Handbook of Trade and 
Technical Careers and Training. The 
Handbook lists every accredited trade 
and technical school* in the nation. For 
convenience, schools are listed by 
state and by the careers they offer. 

Although contact with high school 
counselors and the distribution of 
material and information is helping 
more people to discover accredited 
trade and technical schools. Herzing 
believes there’s still a long way to go. 

"Too many people are out of work, 
too many people are disenchanted 
with traditional institutions and too 
many people are looking for better 
jobs." said Herzing. It's our job to 
show these people that the best way to 
start a career is by learning a skill 
first "
